The two-speed control in the Super-Duty Model is 
accomplished by a two-speed motor and not a com- 
plicated gear mechanism. The advantage of having 
two speeds is that in using the "slow" speed more 
drying time is provided for pieces which are overly 
damp. It is also convenient when learning to operate 
the ironer. At "slow" the roll turns 3 r.p.m. At "fast" 
the roll turns 6 r.p.m. A flip of the switch changes 
from one speed to the other.
